" V few figures taken from tho freight 


boob of tho Chicago and Alton Hail- 
way for the month of July furmsli an 
interesting commentary on tho work- 
ings of the new Illinois railway law.— 
During that month there wore received 
in Chicago 7,585 loaded cars ; and for 
tho same month there wore forwarded 
back into tho country 5,394 empty ears, 
These cars wont back empty simply be- 
cause tho law does not permit tho com- 
pany to carry goods except at tbe estab- 
lished uniform schedule of rates, 
J ho 


company would havo been glad to ship 
goods from Chicogo In those empty cars, 
oven at half tlio ordinary rates, thus 
doing a benefit both to tho shipper and 
the country merchant, as well as to the 
railway company, but tho law prohibits 
it. This operation of the law is to bo 
seen on every road running out of Chi- 
cago, so that shippers uro paying not 
only for hauling their 'goods, but for 
bringing the empty cars to the place ol 
shipment. 


"Another thing which is continually 


overlooked in Iho present discussion^ of 
tho question of railway transportation 
is IhodilTcronoo between what are called 
through trains aud way trains, 
On the 


Chicago ifc Alton road, Ibr instaiice, the 
through trains arc made up a^Chicago, 
Joliot, Jjloomington, Sni'intrfiold, &o. 
The through freight trains do not slop 
at way stations, except to allow other 
trains lo pass, 
They roll on day and
